' .Never mind thai. I will tell yon 
whiK you can always do.

When Armatrong returned to tiis 
tent he was a rorporal in liattery It. 

lly July, 1862, Gibbon wa.s a liiisa 
dier general and coniniander of the 
brigade In whk-h battery II served. ^ 
portion of the brigade with a part of 
battery B waa aent out from FYed- 
rtckaburg, toward Orange courthouae, 
on a raid. On the way back the troops 
went into camp for the night, and Ser 
geant Armstrong, who had been pro 
luoted. took potiseRslon of .T liaiii and 
had got falily i<ellled wlien komio oI 
the staff and (leiieral rtiblniu s mdi r- 
Ilea came and ordertvl hlii) out, siiyliig 
that they wanted the born for their 
horaea. Armatrong flatly refuae<'. to 
obey, the order of the lieutenant who 
gave It The lieutenant then hur- 
ried away and brought the adjutant 
general of the brigade. Still Ann 
fitrong refused to go. That woko up 
the adjutant general and he nald; 
Sir, by what rlnht do you refuae to 
obey my orders?" 

"liy the right, air, given me by John 
Gibbon, who commands thia brigade.' 
waa the prompt and arm reply ot thu 
farmer boy. who had become an im 
portant factor In the handling of one 
of the batteriea made famoua In the 
great w-ar. The adjutant general re- 
turned to Olbbon for new authority, 
and told him what the aergaaat had 
aald. 

"Armatrong, did you aay?" aaked 
General Olbbon.

inal Trumbull portrait ot him, painted 
from life, the oldcbt portrait owned 
by the city, and now banging in the 
govamor'a room of the New York city 
hall. 

Flippant young Mantaattanitea make 
merry over the tiny watery blue eyaa 
and re l nose of that dignified gentle- 
man anJ the enormous hand, which 
rests on tlio wooden horse, n carlca 
ttire of the spirited war charger. In 
the background of the jmrtralt Ih 
shown the old Kennedy house, now 
No, 1 Broadway, where Washington 
held hia flrat headquartera during the 
earlleat daya pf the Revotatlaa. He 
then removad to the Rlehmoad Hill 
mansion, at the comer ot 'Varick and 
Charltou streets, afterward the home 
ot Aaron Durr. It was during these 
days that his troops drilled In the City 
Hall park, then tbo ' Fields," or "Com- 
mons." and here on July 9, 1776, on 
horseback, burroimded by iiatrlotic 
Holiliers, the general listened to the 
tlrtfl iiubllc reading of the Declaration 
of Independaaoa la New York city; 
for that one time New York waa alow- 
er thaa rhlladelphla. 

After the diaaitroua defeat of the 
Battle ot Long Island, August 27, 177^, 
Waahlngton was forced to abandon 
the city. During tho Battle of Har 
lent Heights. September 10, and for 
live weeks uftt rwnrd the Jurael man- 
sion. In One Hundred and Sixtieth 
street, near Amsterdam aventi?. then 
known aa the Roger Morris bouse, 
cheltcred him. For seven years, until 
1713. the Britiab lion awlahed hla 
proud tall and roared through our 
N'ew York atreeta, bat on November 
25 of that year Oenaral Waahlngton 
returned to hla OWB. .Tlif . previoas 
night the Van Cortlandt Manw bouse, 
111 Van Cortlandt park, opened Its hos- 
pitable doors to the victorious gen- 
eral, and you may see the room ho 
occupied, the bed In which he slept. 

He entered the city OD Kvacuation 
day at the head ot hla ragged but tri- 
umphant aoldtera after I^ord Howe 
and bla troope'had auUenly departed.

But on April :^0, 1789, little old N'ew 
York went wild with Joy when the 
lilol of the nation returned to be its 
jiresidiMit. and the pomp and ceremony 
of tlj.it fli-.t liiuui;ural ion to<ik place 
iu tlie old l-^ileral hall, now marked 
by the Subtreaaury building, In Wall 
atreet. Here you may aee the very 
■tode on which the preaident etood 
while tahing the oath of oflice, and 
the Bible la owned by St. John'a lodge. 
In the Mas(uilc Temple. 

The fine mahogany furniture of 
Sheruton deaii;n used at that time is 
shown In the ( ;o\< rnor>i room of the 
city hall, file lilKhbacUeil Inaugtiral 
chairs, aiiil the desks and armchairs 
used by the cahlnet and tho senators. 
The flag that waved over all thia re- 
joicing la earefttUr praaerved In a 
glaaa case. 

Two different houaes were uaed by 
W^ashlngton during tbo year 1789 
and 179(1 as presidential mansions — 
the ;irst, a beautif'il ridonial house 
beloiiKln'T to Wall-T Franklin, a 
wealthy merchant, that siooil at No. 
1 Cherry street, now shadowed by the 
Rioomy HrooklMi tirlflRe i)ier; the sec- 
ond was at No. ^9 Broadway.
